To  the  Chairman  & Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee, 


Gentlemen, 

I present  my  Report  upon  matters  affecting  the  Public 
Health  for  the  year  1948.  Vital  Statistics  arc  generally 
satisfactory  showing  a high  Birth-Rate,  and  a low  General 
Doath-Rate«  There  was  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of 
Infectious  Diseases  notified  over  1947,  this  being  duo  to  an 
Epedemic  of  Measles.  The  absence  of  Diphtheria  and  Infantile 
Paralysis  during  1948  will  be  noted.  There  has  been  a 
great  decrease  in  the  number  of  fresh  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  On  the  other  hand  there  has  been  a 
corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of  fresh  cases  of  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis:  this  is  connected  with  the  large 

quantity  of  Ungraded  and  Non -Designated  milk  consumed  in  the 
District. 

There  are  matters  of  importance  arising  in  the  chapters 
dealing  with  Water  Supplies,  and  Hygiene  & Sanitation,  which 
I request  you  to  give  your  earnest  consideration. 

The  Public  Health  Department,  under  the  guidance  of 
Mr.  Robert  Roes,  continues  to  do  a fine  job  in  the 
maintenance  of  Public  Health. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  all  members  of  the  Committee,  and 
Officials,  for  assistance  and  co-operation  in  completing 
another  year’s  work.

Discussion  of  Tables  :- 

There  is  a considerable  drop  in  the  number  of  total  Births 
over  the  1947  figure.  This  results  in  a drop  in  the  Birth- 
rate from  24  in  1947  to  21.8  in  1948*  Inspite  of  this  drop, 
the  Birth-rate  is  still  considerably  higher  than  the  Birth- 
Rate  for  the  County  and  fox*  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales, 
and  must  be  considered  a satisfactory  Birth-rate. 

The  Still  Birth-rate  has  risen  considerably  over  the 
1947  figure,  as  has  also  the  Illegitimate  Birth-rate, 

General  housing  conditions  have  probably  a bearing  on  both 
these  Rates,

Discussion  of  Tables 

There  was  a decrease  of  21  in  the  total  number  of  deaths 
over  the  1947  figure.  As  a result  of  this  the  General  Death- 
Rate  fell  to  9*5  which  is  very  low  Death-rate,  and  compares 
most  favourably  with  the  Death-rates  for  the  County  and  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales. 

Cancer  ties  for  top  place  in  the  causes  of  death.  There 
were  6 more  deaths  from  Cancer  in  1948  as  compared  with  1947* 

The  percentage  of  total  deaths  due  to  Cancer  is  25.5*  This  is 
a very  high  figure  and  may  be  compared  with  the  figure  of  16% 
for  1947.  There  is  little  doubt  that  Cancer  is  on  the  increase

and  energetic  steps  on  a National  Scale  are  required  if  a 
halt  is  to  be  made  in  its  progress*  Making  the  General 
Practitioner  "Cancer-Conscious”  and  education  of  the  public 
regarding  Cancer  are  two  measures  which  are  urgently  needed. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  10  out  of  the  25  deaths  due  to 
Cancer  were  due  to  Cancer  of  the  Intestinal  Tract  and  associated 
organs* 

There  was  a drop  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to 
Tuberculosis  from  4 in  1947  to  2 in  1948.  Tuberculosis 
accounts  for  2 'Jo  total  deaths,  and  this  compares  favourably 
with  the  figure  of  3*3/o  for  1947. 

There  was  a largo  drop  in  the  number  of  deaths  due  to 
Infectious  Diseases  from  14  in  1947  to  5 in  1948,  infectious 
Diseases  therefore,  accounted  for  approximately  5£>  total 
deaths,  as  compared  with  the  figure  of  11.8^  for  1947. 

The  number  of  Violent  Deaths  for  1948  was  the  same  as  for 
1947?  i.e*  3?  and  accounts  for  approximately  total  deaths. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  lower  than  the  Rate  for 
1947?  but  is  still  considerably  higher  than  the  Rates  for  the 
County  and  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales.  This  points  to  the 
need  for  better  infant  welfare. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  is  very  high,  and  points  to  the 
need  for  better  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  care. 


Conclusions  :~ 

1.  The  General  Death-Rate  is  very  satisfactory 

2.  The  Cancer  Death-Rate  is  high  and  Unsatisfactory 

3.  The  Tuberculosis  Death-Rate  is  Satisfactory 

4*  The  infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  Unsatisfactory 
5*  The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  is  most  Unsatisfactory.

Infectious  Disease  accounts  for  approximately  3%  total  deaths 
as  against  ll0;8f/  for  1947*  The  mild  winter  of  1948 
undoubtedly  accounts  for  the  small  number  of  deaths. 


There  is  still  no  reliable  information  as  to  the 
efficiency  of  immunisation  against  Whoop in g -C ou th . However, 

individual  doctors  who  use  it,  report  that  although  Whooping- 
Cough  may  not  bo  entirely  prevented,  an  attenuated  type  of 
illness  is  apparent  in  children  who  have  been  immunised.

Although  Tuberculosis  is  an  Infectious  Disease,  it  is 
dealt  with  separately  due  to  its  importance.  Tuberculosis  is 
usually  divided  into  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  i.e.  affecting  the 
lungs  and  Non-pulmonary  or  Surgical  Tuberculosis  i.e.  affecting 
either  parts  of  the  body.  It  is  proposed  to  deal  with  those 
two  types  separately.

The  majority  of  cases  and  deaths  occurred  in  the  age-group 
15  - 30  years. 


The  earlier  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  diagnosed  tho  easier 
it  is  to  cure.  The  means  of  early  diagnosis  is  at  our  disposal 
i.e.  Mass  Miniature  Radiography.  This  Service  should  be  avail- 
able to,  and  use  of  by,  every  individual  at  regular  intervals 
until  such  times  as  Tuberculosis  is  eliminated  from  the  community. 


Mention  must  be  made  of  tho  exceedingly  useful  work  carried 
out  by  the  staff  of  the  W.N.M.A.  (T.B. ) Clinic  attached  to  the 
County  Hospital,  Haverfordwest  and  the  associated  sanatorii  at 
Soalyham  and  St.  Brides.  Valuable  assistance  and  co-operation 
is  given  in  the  prevention  and  control  of  Tuberculosis.

There  was  an  Unsatisfactory  rise  in  the  number  of  fresh 
notifications  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  This  indicates 
that  a considerable  amount  of  milk  supplied  for  human  consumption 
is  infoctod  with  the  Bovine  tuberculosis  germ.  Thus  the  case 
for  the  consumption  of  Designated  Milk  only  i.e.  Tuberculin- 
Tested,  or  Pasteurised,  or  both,  is  strengthened.

No  casos  or  deaths  due  to  Diphtheria  wore  reported  in  the 
District  during  the  year. 


Under  the  New  National  Health  Service  Act  which  came  into 
force  in  July  1948,  it  is  presumed  that  every  child  can  he 
immunised  privately,  free  of  charge,  by  the  family  doctor.  It 
is  intended  however  to  continue  to  organise  Immunisation  sessions 
for  the  following  reasons  - 

1.  It  is  easier  and  more  economical  in  time  and 
equipment  to  carry  out  a session. 

2.  Children  are  usually  more  co-operative  and  easier 
to  work  with  in  large  numbers. 

3.  It  is  often  easier  from  a parents  point  of  view  to 
attend  at  a centre  where  all  arrangements  are  made, 
rather  than  have  to  make  private  arrangements. 


The  Statistics  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  shows  that 
the  steady  fall  both  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria,  and 
the  number  of  deaths  continues  each  year.  The  following  table 
illustrates  this  fact  -

34  intimation  notices  for  repairs  were  served  during  the 
year;  all  these  were  complied  with.  16  Statutory  Notices  were 
served;  12  of  these  were  complied  with.  No  cases  were  taken  to 
Court. 
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0 Demolitions,  Closing  Orders  etc. 

Five  premises  were  considered  for  Demolition  during  the 
year.  Two  demolitions  were  carried  out  and  one  fresh  demolition 
order  was  made.  Five  undertakings  not  to  use  premises  for  human 
habitation  were  accepted. 


Conclusion. 

The  Housing  Programme  during  1948  maintained  the  high 
standard  of  1947*  However,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  statistics, 
the  demand  is  still  far  greater  than  the  supply.  It  is 
apparent  that  the  Housing  programme  requires  to  attain  even 
further  heights  before  the  back  of  the  problem  is  broken. 

Housing  is  still  the  major  problem  in  the  District. 

The  enforcement  of  Statutory  notices  for  repairs,  and  the 
consideration  of  as  many  premises  as  possible  under  Section  11 
of  the  Housing  Act,  are  two  ways  in  which  the  future  demand  for 
rehousing  can  be  lessened.  This  requires  more  routing  housing 
inspection,  and  more  Time  and  place  notices.  There  is  little 
doubt  that  the  general  lack  of  repair  work  during  the  past  ten 
years  has  made  the  Housing  problem  much  more  acute  than  it 
otherwise  would  have  been.  This,  of  course,  was  a factor 
outside  the  Council’s  control.

The  majority  of  milk  consumed  in  the  District  is  Ungraded. 

A moderate  amount  of  Heat-treated  Milk  & s consumed*  hut  this  is 
retailed  as  "Ungraded”  milkc  A small  amount  of  Designated  Milk 
is  consumed  in  the  District. 


The  number  of  fresh  cases  of  IT on -Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
during  The  year  in  the  District  is  large.  These  are  largely 
attributed  to  Bovine  Tuberculosis#  There  is  a strong  case  for 
making  the  District  a Special  Area  in  which  only  Designated  or 
Heat-Treated  milk  may  be  retailed  for  human  consumption. 


42  inspections  of  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  in  the  District  were 
carried  out  during  the  year. 


Sampling. 

The  Council’s  Scheme  for  the  Bacteriological  sampling  of 
consumer  milk  supplies  was  commenced  during  the  year.  The  object 
is  to  sample  each  Vendor  once  monthly.  The  samples  are  forwarded 
to  the  public  Health  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen  for  testing  and 
reports.  This  is  a free  service.  The  Methylene  Blue  and 
Coliform  tests  are  carried  out  on  each  sample  during  the  year. 

It  must  ho  stressed  that  this  Scheme  only  covers  the  general 
standard  of  cleanliness  of  milk;  it  does  not  provide  for  tho 
detection  of  specific  organisms  dangerous  to  the  human  body. 

If  circumstances  arise  which  lend  to  suspicion  that  the  organisms 
of  Tuberculosis,  Scarlet  Fever*  Typhoid  Fever  etc.  are  present 
in  a particular  milk*  then  special  tedts  have  to  be  carried  out. 
These  tests  cannot  be  carried  out  as  a routine*  owing  to  the 
expense  and  equipment  and  trained  personnel  involved. 

However,  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  Sampling  scheme  has 
made  Vendors  aware  of  their  responsibility  towards  the  public  as 
regards  a clean  milk;  and  has  undoubtedly  raised  the  general 
standard  of  cleanliness.  It  was  found  unnecessary  during  the  year 
to  take  the  final  step  of  bringing  a vendor  before  tho  Public 
Health  Committee,  although  a f ow  vendors  had  to  receive  Warning 
notices# 

Excluding  School  Samples,  which  are  reported  to  the  School 
Medical  Officer,  a total  of  57  samples  were  taken  during  the  year.

source;- Gathering  ground  in  prescolly  hills  in  North  Pembrokeshire 
This  is  a typical  up-land  surface  water,  relatively  free  from 
contamination.  It  is  a soft  water  and  requires  considerable 
treatment  to  counteract  its  corrosive  properties* 

Headworks  Consists  of  an  Impounding  Reservoir  of  160,000,000 
gallons  capacity,  and  a mechanical  filtration  and  treatment  plant. 
The  water  is  also  chlorinated  here* 

Trunk  Mains  :«  Those  run  direct  from  the  filter  house  at  prcscelly 
to  Service  and  Storage  reservoirs  at  Milford  Haven,  a distance 
of  approximately  20  miles.  (These  mains  now  supply  water  to 
other  Districts  of  Pembrokeshire  in  addition  to  Milford  Haven.)

The  Council  is  under  contract  with  the  County  Analyst  at 
Carmarthen  for  the  routine  Bacteriological  testing  and  Chemical 
analysis  of  the  water  at  the  headworks,  and  for  the  bacteriological 
and  chemical  testing  of  consumer  supplies  in  the  District.

General  Nuisances. 

83  Informal  notices  were  served  for  the  abatement  of 
nuisance;  all  those  were  complied  with*  One  Statutory  Notice

Refuse  Disposal. 

It  is  estimated  that  99*5^  promises  in  the  District  are 
served  for  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse*  Collection  is 
weekly.  The  refuse  is  disposed  off  by  controlled  tipping  at 
priibry  and  valuable  land  is  being  reclaimed. 

As  the  present  tip  is  nearing  completion,  the  Council  should, 
at  an  early  date,  make  definite  provision  for  future  disposal 
of  refuse* 


Public  Conveniences. 


One  all  purpose  Convenience  for  both  sexes  is  situated  in 
Market  Square.  In  addition  to  this  three  urinals,  for  male  use 
only,  are  situated  in  Slip  Hill,  Point  Street  and  Victoria  Hill. 
Bucket  latrines  are  provided  at  Gellyswick  for  both  sexes  during 
the  summer  months* 

There  is  a great  need  for  an  all-purpose  Convenience  for  both 
sexes  in  the  Hakin  District.  There  is  also  a need  for  a 
similar  Convenience  in  the  North  Road  area. 

A more  permanent  and  more  hygionic  type  of  Convenience  is 
required  at  Gellyswick  in  order  to  improve  the  amenities  of  the 
area. 


The  general  lack  of  satisfactory  Public  Sanitary  accommodation 
has  an  adverse  effect  on  the  public  Health. 


Sewage  Disposal. 

Approximately  96*7$  premises  in  the  District  are  sewered. 
The  remainder  are  served  by  Cesspits.

The  Council  employs  one  full  time  trained  Rodent  Operator.

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APPENDIX  A. 


PREDISPOSING  CAUSES  OF  PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  caused  by  the  human  tuberculosis 
j germ,  which  is  spread  from  person  to  person  either  directly  or 
indirectly.  It  is  known  that  practically  every  person  in  the 
Community  becomes  infected  with  the  tuberculosis  germ  at  some  time. 
In  spite  of  this  many  persons  escape  the  disease.  The  reason  for 
this  is  that  there  are  other  pro-disposing  factors  which  hold  the 
balance.  The  presence  of  one,  or  more,  of  these  pre-disposing 
factors  is  usually  the  deciding  factor  in  the  onset  of  Active 
Tuberculosis.  The  most  important  pre-disposing  factors  are  as 
follows  - 

1.  Nutrition  - 

Insufficient  food  i.e.  defective  in  quantity,,  will 
devitalise  the  body  and  lower  its  resistance  to  infection  with 
the  tuberculosis  germ. 

But  even  more  important  than  quantity  is  the  question  of 
quality  of  food.  There  are  many  vitamins  and  minerals  in  food 
which  are  necessary  to  maintain  the  body  resistance  against 
disease.  To  obtain  sufficient  of  these  vitamins  and  minerals 
naturally  a wide  and  varied  diet  is  necessary. 

Nutrition  is  not  only  important  in  adult  life*  but  even 
more  so  in  childhood*  and  even  before  birth.  That  is  why  the 
nutrition  of  the  pregnant  woman  is  also  very  important. 


2.  Housing  & General  Hygiene  - 

There  is  little  doubt  that  good  living  conditions  in  the 
home  materially  raises  the  resistance  against  Tuberculosis. 
Dampness,  overcrowding,  defective  ventilation,  and  inadequate 
natural  lighting,  are  all  factors  which  produce  fertile  ground 
for  the  development  of  Tuberculosis. 

By  raising  the  standards  of  living  a great  contribution  is 
made  towards  the  control  of  Tuberculosis. 

3.  Mode  of  Life, 

It  has  already  been  noted  that  the  majority  of  cases  of 
pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occur  in  the  age  group  15-30  years,  and 
also  the  majority  of  deaths  occur  in  this  age  group. 

Individuals  in  this  age  group  are  those  approaching 
maturity,  when  many  of  the  vital  processes  of  the  body  are 
appearing  for  the  first  time.  This  is  the  time,  in  life,  when 
regular  and  sufficient  sleep,  out  door  recreation,  and  moderation 
in  all  things  is  essential  for  future  well-being.  Too  often 
these  essentials  are  abused  with  consequent  tragic  results. 


k»  Working  Conditions. 

Unhygienic  conditions  at  place  of  work,  e.g.  bad  ventilation, 
bad  lighting;  excess  of  temperature,  exposure  to  draughts,  dust, 
fumes,  over-crowding,  and  unnecessary  fatigue,  are  all  factors 
which  will  lower  the  resistance  of  the  individual.  Many  of 
these  conditions  still  exist  in  industrial  centres,  and 
undoubtedly  have  a direct  bearing  on  the  incidence  of  Tuberculosis. 


5.  Previous  Chest  Disease. 

Bronchitis,  pneumonia  and  Whooping-Cough,  all  lower  the 
resistance  of  the  body  in  general,  and  the  lungs  in  particular, 
and  hence  open  the  way  to  tuberculosis  infection.

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APPENSIX  D 


DUTIES  OP  LOCAL  AUTHORITIES  UKDER 
THE  FACTORIES  ACT,  1937» 


(a)  Section  7 of  the  Factories  Act,  1937  (os  to  sanitary 
conveniences  and  any  Regulations  made  under  that  Section)  are 
enforced  hy  the  Local  Authority  whether  Mechanical  power  is  used 
in  the  Factory  or  not* 

(b)  Provisions  as  to  temperature  are  also  enforced  by  Local 
Authorities  in  Factories  in  which  mechanical  power  is  not  used 
together  with  the  provision  as  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding, 
ventilation  and  drainage  of  floors. 

(c)  The  Local  Authority  is  required  to  keep  a register  of 
all  Factories  situate  within  its  district  which  come  under  its 
jurisdiction.  The  Medical  officer  of  Health  and  all  other 
officers  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  of  Factories 
has  a duty  to  give  written  notice  to  H.M.  District  Inspector  of 
Factories  of  any  factory  coming  to  their  knowledge  in  which  no 
Abstract  of  the  Act  is  affixed. 

(d)  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  has  in  addition  further 
administrative  powers  regarding  approval  of  alternative  methods 
of  cleaning  walls  etc.,  and  to  grant  certificates  exempting 
certain  working  rooms  from  the  provisions  of  Section  2 (ii)  of 
the  Act  where  explosive  materials  are  manufactured  or  handled. 

(e)  Means  of  escape  in  case  of  firo  are  dealt  with  under 
Sections  34  and  33  of  the  Act  and  it  is  an  offence  for  any  premises 
to  be  used  as  a Factory  unless  there  is  in  force  a certificate 
from  the  Local  Authority  describing  in  detail  the  means  of  escape 
and  particulars  of  the  maximum  number  of  persons  employed. 

The  Factories  to  which  Section  34  applies  are  - 

(a)  All  Factories  in  which  more  than  20  persons  are  employed; 

(b)  Factories  being  constructed  or  converted  for  use  as 
Factories  on  30th  July  1937?  or  constructed  or  so  converted 
after  that  date  in  which  more  than  10  persons  are  employed 

in  the  same  building  on  any  floor  above  the  ground  floor  of  the 
building; 

(c)  Factories  of  which  the  construction  has  been  completed 
before  the  30th  July,  1937?  and  in  which  more  than  10  persons 
are  employed  in  the  same  building  above  the  first  floor  of  the 
building  or  more  than  20  feet  above  the  ground  level; 

(d)  Factories  in  or  under  which  explosive  or  highly  inflammable 
materials  are  stored  or  used. 
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APPENDIX  E 


DUTIES  OP  LOCAL  AUTHORITIES  UNDER  THE 
NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948* 

Burial  or  cremation  of  tho  dead,  (1)  It  shall  ho  the  duty  of 
every  authority  to  which  this  subsection  applies  to  cause  to  be 
buried  or  cremated  the  body  of  any  persons  who  has  died  or  been 
found  dead  in  their  area,  in  any  case  where  it  appears  to  tho 
authority  that  no  suitable  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  the 
body  have  been  or  are  being  made  otherwise  than  by  the  authority. 

(2)  The  authorities  to  which  the 
last  foregoing  subsection  applies  are  the  councils  of  county 
boroughs  and  county  districts  and  the  authorities  which  are 
sanitary  authorities  for  the  purposes  of  the  Public  Health 
(London)  Act,  193 6,  and  in  Scotland  county  and  town  councils. 

(3)  The  council  of  a county, 

county  borough  or  large  burgh  may  cause  to  be  buried  or  cremated 
the  body  of  any  deceased  person  who  immediately  before  his  death 
was  being  provided  with  accommodation  under  Part  III  of  this  Act 
by,  or  by  arrangement  with,  the  council  or  was  living  in  a 
hostel  provided  by  the,  council  under  section  twenty-nine  of  this 
Act. 

(4)  An  authority  may  recover 

from  the  estate  of  the  deceased  person  or  from  any  person  who  for 
the  purposes  of  this  Act  was  liable  to  maintain  the  deceased 
person  immediately  before  hi3  death  expenses  incurred  under 
subsection  (1)  or  subsection  (3)  of  this  section  and  not 
reimbursed  under  the  next  following  subsection. 

(5)  The  provision  of  subsection 
(5)  of  section  twenty-two  of  the  National  insurance  Act  1946 
(which  enable  the  Minister  of  National  Insurance  to  make  payments 
to  certain  authorities  out  of  the  National  Insurance  Fund  in 
respect  of  tho  cost  of  burial  or  cremation  of  certain  persons) 
shall  apply  to  all  authorities  to  which  subsection  (1)  of  this 
section  applies. 

(6)  Nebbing  in  the  foregoing 

provisions  of  this  section  shall  affect  any  enactment  regulating 
or  authorising  the  burial,  cremation  or  anatomical  examination 
of  the  body  of  a deceased  person;  and  an  authority  shall  not 
cause  a body  to  be  cremated  under  this  section  where  they  have 
reason  to  believe  that  cremation  would  bo  contrary  to  the  wishes 
of  the  deceased. 

(7)  The  Burial  of  Drowned  persons 
Act,  1808  and  the  Burial  of  Drowned  Persons  Act,  1886  shall  cease 
to  have  effect. 

An  authority  providing  accommodation  under  part  III  of  the 
Act  can  incur  this  expenditure.  (Sub-s  3)* 

No  such  power  is  given  to  the  Minister  car  a Regional 
Hospital  Board  ih  respect  of  the  burial  of  a person  dying  in 
hospital.  Where,  therefore,  arrangements  are  not  made  by 
relatives  or  friends,  this  responsibility  will  devolve  on  the 
county  borough  council  or,  in  counties,  the  country  district 
council  (not  the  county  council)  for  the  area  in  which  the 
hospital  is  situated. 

As  from  July  3th,  1949*  a death  grant  will  be  payable  under 
the  National  Insurance  Act  19h&9  s.22.  Under  regulations  to  be 
made  by  the  Minister  of  National  Insurance  payments  may  then  be 
made  to  a local  authority  where  the  burial  has  been  carried  out 
by  the  authority. 
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
